Three con- 
Victs serving terms’ for forgery who 
were appointed trastees in the War- 
den's office because of good behaviour 
ate now in solitary confinement, and 
will be asked later to explain why 
they forged the Warden's tignatare, 
and how they got the cheques cashed. 
The prison officials admitted that the 
forgeries were remarkably clever. 


Trying To Revive A Hanged Man. 


A plot to try to restore a criminal 
to life has been revegled in Chicago by 
Walter E. Boerger, the attorney for 
Harry Ward, a murderer who has just 
been hanged. Boerger says that before 
the date fixed for the execution he was 

proached by a stranger who pro- 
posed that the body be hustied to an 
undertaker’s rooms where a pulmotor 
would be in readiness for an attempt 
at resuscitation. Borger refused the 
offer and notified the authorities, who 
kept the body at the pison an hour 
after Ward had been pronounced dead. 
The prison authorities say that friends 
of another criminal recently executed 
obtained bis body with less delay and 
worked for hours in a vain effort to 
revive him,

In- 
clading intérest on money invested, 
Senator Warren said, the Shipping 
Board had cost the Government to 
date over £900,000,000.

QUESTIONS ANSWERED, 

During his lecture’ Dr. Hodgkin 
dealt with » question that had been 
submitted to him, “What is- your 
idea of Heaven?” In order to 
explain his views on this subject he 
used, in illustration, the theory of the 
fourth dimensional world. *. We may 
be infiniely neat, said Dr. Hodgkin, 
“to another world. There may bea 
world beyond, a possibility of being 
that will be open to us when the gates 
of death give war, which will bring us 
into a new relation to our own world 
and not take us far away from it but 
still leave us wonderfully near.” 

Dr, Hodgkin alzo desk with the 
inquiry as to his conception of justice. 
Those who lived in the sense of “ Thr 
Real World.” he said, would be more 
concerned to ges justice for other 
people than for themselves. 
principle that “it is more blessed to 
give than to receive” transcended 
Justice, and the existence of a body 
of men and women who believed that 
would pewerfully counteract the 
suspicious and antagonixms that 
threatened to disrupt society. 

Summarising his view of (Christian 
idealism, Dr. Hodgkin asked ~ Was 
it a ghastly mistake which Jesus 
mac? and was it proved to be a mis- 
take by the fact that He, in trving 
to carry it out, was crucified? Oris 
it a matter of history that the resuit 
of that life has been a far more 
creative thing towards bringing ina 
new social order than if He had 
adjusted His life to what we 
call ‘the practical facts of 
life’? The things I have been 
trying to say bave not been easy: 
Tam afraid I have spoken elusively 
and that some of my statements will 
not seem very relevant to the pro- 
blems you are facing. But I do not 
admit the charge. These great 
questions of social and intemational 
reconstruction are not to be solved, 
primarily, in the great conclaves of 
men, in national assemblies or trade 
federations. The real solution rests 
with the common men and women 
like ourselves, Every person wkove 
life is related in some clear, well- 
thought-out way to this “ rex] world’ 
of the unseen is o1e who ix helpirg 
forward the time when the world ms) 
be lifted out of its evils into purer 
and truer ways.—(Loud and prolonged 
applause).

The Medical Officer of Health said: 


that on Saturday .arenoon he visited | 
the portion of the Peak mentioned by 
the Chairman and found, in the:

considerable quantity: of  stablé 
manun, exposed and swarming with 
flies. There were other gardens in 
the viciaity, and although he did not 
see any other stable manure exposed, 
he was inclined to think, from in- 
quiries, that other people used stable 
manure on theit gardens. Many 
people seemed to imagine that if ther 
covered stable manure no harm cond 
result. That was a great mistake as, 
if flies laid their eggs before the stuff 
Was covered, the maggots would still 
hatch ovtand would ravel through 
many feet of the light garden 
soils in Hougkony. Flies would 
breed in every kind of offal; they 
preferred excretal matter, e.g. that 
of humsn beings, and stable and cat- 
tle mannre, especially house manure, 
Horse manure was extremely liable to 
form an active breeding ground for 
flies on account of its very friahle 
nature. 

Flies were to be blamed for the 
conveyarce of many diseases— 
typhoid, paratyphoid, even cholera, 
in certain cireumstances—and such 
diseases as infective enteritis, mani- 
festing itself as extremely severe and 
even fatal choleraic diarrhea, might 
be conveyed by flies. “He felt that 
the time had come for the Board to 
forbid the use of all such crude 
manures in gardens in crowded and 
residential areas, until the prexent 
dry system could be repluced by the 
water carriage system. : 

Flies would live for many weeks, 
and some would hibernate all the 
Winter hiding in sheltered places in 
houses, ready to produce the nx 
Generation of flies when th warm 
weather came. He had writ en out 
some notes on anti-fir measures; he 
had not given them very fully but 
had selected a few notes on traps, 
Poisons, and protection of refuse and| ___ :
